His sub- 
sequent letter of the 15th of June, renew- 
ing his assurance to me, “ that the terms 
of the agreement so happily concluded by 
the recent negociation, will be strictly ful- 
filled on the part of his Majesty,” is an 
evident indication of what his persuasion 
then wasastohis instructions. And with 
a view to shew what his impressions 
have been ever since the disavowal, I 
must take the liberty of referring you to 
the annexed extracts (See C) from his of- 
ficial letters of the 21st of July and of the 
14th of August. 

The declaration “that the despateh 
from Mr. Canning to Mr. Erskine of the 
23d January is the only despatch by which 
the conditions were prescribed to Mr. Er- 
skine for the conclusion of an arrangement 
on the matter to which it relates,” is now 
for the first time made to this government, 
and I need hardly add that if that despatch 
had been communicated at the time of the 
arrangement, or if it had been known that 
the propositions contained in it and which 
were at first presented by Mr. Erskine, 
were the only ones on which he was au- 
thorised to make an arrangement, the ar- 
rangement would not have been made.— 
As you have disclaimed any authority to 
offer explanations for the disavowal, as you 
have been willing to ascribe the want of 
such authority to the consideration that 
other channels had been preferred, and as 
you have ever\considered the circumsta 
ces under which the arrangement took 
place to be such as could only lead toa 
disavowal, and therefore as superseding 
the necessity of any explanation whatever, 
it is to be regretted that you had not deem- 
ed it proper to render precise and explicit 
that part of your letter which seems toim- 
ply, that you had, in our conversations in 
relation to the affair of the Chesapeake, 
following the words of your instructions, 
held out not only the manner in which the 
reparation had been accepted, but even 


the form in which it had been tendered, as 
warranting his Majesty in even retracting 


the offer of reparation, and that you had 
ebevidatcd the wbow: ations DY a reference 


to the particular expressions, which, at all 
events put it totally out of his power to 
confirm any act containing them. 


Whatever may have been your inten- 


tion in this part of our conversation, or 
whatever may be the import of the pas- 
sage to which I have just alluded, I have 
now the honor of signifying to you, that 
Iam authorised to receive in a proper 
form whatever explicit explanation you | 
may choose to make, with respect to the 
grounds of this part of the disavowal ; and 
without enquiring whether your authority 
be derived from instructions that have 
been addressed to yourself, or that have 
devolved on you as the successor of the 


minister who had declined to execute 


them. 


As you have, at the same time, been 


pleased to say that his Britatinic Majesty 
had authorised you to renew the offer of 
satisfaction which Mr. Erskine was in- 
struicted to make, it was also naturally ex- 
pected that you would in your letter have 
stated with precision in what that offer dif- 
fered from the reparation solemnly ten- 
dered by Mr. Erskine and aceepted by the 
United States, and that you would have 
shown in what the reparation thus tender- 
ed differed from his instructions. 
when I had the honor to intimate that in 
order to avoid the misconceptions, inci- 
dent to oral proceedings, it was thought 
expedient that our further discussions on 
the present occasion should be in the writ- 
ten form, there was no part of the subject 
to which that intimation applied with more

force than-the case of the Chesapeake ; 


none on which it was more desirable to a- 
void misconceptions, and to obtain a pre- 
cise knowledge of the propositions which 


you were authorised to make ; not only 


because I did not really understand the 


particulars of the offer as distinctly as you 
seem to have supposed, but also because, 
on that point, and on that alone, you had 
expressly stated that you had propositions 
to make, and that you were authorised to 
carry them into immediate execution. 

On the subject of the orders in council, 
the president perceives with seutiments of 
deep regret, that your instructions con- 


‘template, neither an explanation of the re- 
fusal of your government to fulfil the ar- | 


rangement of that branch of the existing 
differences, nor the substitution of any 
other plan of adjustment, nor an y author- 
ity to conclude any agreement on that sub- 
ject; but merely to receive and discuss 
proposals.that might be made to you on the 
part of the U.States ; and these, it appears, 
must include a stipulation on the part of 
the U. States to relinquish the trade with 
the enemies’ colonies, even in branches 
not hitherto interrupted by British orders 
for capture, and also a sanction to the en- 
forcing of an act of congress by the Brit- 
ish navy. 

Were the way properly opened for for- 
mal propositions from this government, 





& Known determination on the part of his 
Britannic majesty to adhere to such ex- 
traordinary pretensions, would preclude 
the hope of success im such advances, 
whether regard be had to the conditions 
themselves, of to the disposition they indi- 
cate, in return for the conciliatory temper 
which has been evinced by the United 
States. 

As to the demand in relation to the co- 
lonial trade, it has been the less apprehen- 
ded, as it is notin itself connected, nor 
has it ever before been brought into con- 
nexion, either with the case of the orders 
in council, or with that of the Chesapeake. 
And it was reasonably to be presuméd, if 
the idea of such a condition had in the first 
instance proceeded from the erroneous be- 
lief that it was not objectionable to the U. 
S. that it would not have been persisted in 
after that error had been ascertained and 
acknowledged. 

The other demand could still less have 
been apprehended. Besides the inevita- 
ble and incalculable abuses incident to 
such a licence to foreign cruisers, the atip- 
ulation would touch one of those vital 
principles of sovereignty, which no nation 
ought to have been expected to impair. 
For where would be the difference, in prin- 
ciple, between authorising a foreign gov- 
ernment to execute and authorising it to 
make laws for us? Nor ought it to be sup- 
posed that the sanctions and precautions 
of a law of the U. S. in the cases of the 
prohibited trade in question, would prove 
inefficacious for its purposes. 

Had none of these obstacles presented 
themselves to the course eorresponding 
with the sentiments and dispositions of 
the President, I should have felt great 
pleasure in giving you formal assurances 
of his readiness to execute the condition- 
al authority with which he is invested, for 
restoring, in its full extent, as far as it 
may depend on the U. S. the commercial 
intercourse of the two countries, and that 
he would moreover, be disposed to extend 
the experiment of a friendly negociation 
to every point of difference, and mutual 
interest between them. If, indeed, in the 
event of a successful termination of what 
relates to the case of the Chesapeake, it 
be thought that a removal of the difficul- 
ties arising from the orders in council 
might be facilitated by comprehending 
them in a general negociation, and the op- 
eration of the orders can, in the mean 
time, be suspended, the door might be 
considered as immediately open to that 
course of proceeding. 

To such a suspension no reasonable ob 
jection can be made, if, as you have stat- 
ed, the orders in council as now modified 
leave the trade of the U.S. nearly as great 
as it would be without the existence of 
such orders, so long as France and the 
other powers shall continue their decrees, 
and inasmuch as a discontinuance of their 
decrees by those powers confessedly re- 
quires an immediate and entire revocation 
of the orders in council. 

That a suspension of the orders with 
a view to their being brought into a gen- 
eral negociatiop is more reasonable thana 
temporary submission to their authority, 
by the United States, with that view, és 
obvious from the reflection that such a 
submission would necessarily involve a re- 
linquishment of the principle which they 
have steadfastly asserted, whereas a discon- 
tinuance of the orders in council in the 
present actual state of things would not be 
incompatible with the principle on which 
they were originally founded. 

This principal was, as you well know, 
the necessity of retaliating, through neu- 
trals, injuries received through a violation 
of their rights by another belligerent. In 
the actual state of things, and under the 
actual modification of the orders in coun- 
cil produced by it, it is admitted by you, 
that the orders have no practical effect in 
abridging the commerce of neutrals, and 
can of course, have no retaliating effect on 
the other belligerents. 

Although it cannot be allowed to be true 
that the orders in council are no longer 
injurious to the commerce of the United 
States, it is certainly true that they pro- 
duce no degree of injury to the enemies 
of Great Britain, that can countenance 
the retaliating plea alledged in support of 
them. 

What, permit me to ask, is the degree 
of injury actually accruing to the enemies 
of Great Britain from her retaliating or- 
ders? According to those orders, as now 
modified, and more especially taking into 
view, along with them the prohibitory 
law of this country in relation to lrance, 
the essential difference between their re- 
peal and their existence consists in this— 
that in the case of their repeal, as pledged 
by the arrangement of April, the trade of 
the United States might be carried on di- 
rectly with the ports of Holland, whilst 
during their existence, as at present, It Is 
to be carried on through the contiguous 
and neighboring ports. To your own cal- 
culations, sir, | submit, whether the tn- 
considerable effect of this circuit on the 
prices in Holland, and in the countries 
supplied through her, can any longer sus- 
tain the plea of inflicting distress on an 
enemy, or palliate the injuries done to a 
friend, by a proceeding so contrary to his 
sentiments of justice, and which subject 
his regular commerce not only to incon- 
yenient channels, but to all the abuses 
which may result from the suspicions, 
real, or pretended, of interested cruisers. 
You cannot but be sensible, that a perse- 
verance under such circumstances ina 
system, which cannot lorger be explained 
by its avowed object, would force an ex- 
planation by some cbject not avowed.— 
What object might be considered as best 
explaining it is an inquiry into which I 
do not permit myself to enter, farther than 
to remark, *hat in relation to the U, S. it 





must be an illegitimate object. 








Tt remains to make @ fiw observations 
which are due to the just interests of the 
U. S. and which are invited by yours, 
relating to the order in council of May last. 

Ou seem to consider that measure as 

comprising the utmost precaution that was 
in the power of his Britannic majesty to 
take, for preventing losses, from ius disa- 
vowal of the engagement of your rrede- 
cessor, to citizens of the U. S. who had 
resumed their commercial pursuits on the 
faith of that act. 
_ Without entering into a full view of the 
inadequacy of the order ia that respect, I 
take the liberty of pointing out the follow- 
ing instances in which it falls essentially 
short of its declared intention. 

1. The order does not provide for the im- 
portant case of vessels returning with car- 
goes from the ports of Holland. 

2. The exemption from interruption of 
vessels bound from the U. States to Hol- 
land, was restricted by that order to such 
as should have departed prior to the 20th 
July, at which date it is not certain that 
the order, which was not officially commu- 
nicated until the 3ist of that month had 
even reached any one point of the U.S. 
So that some vessels may have sailed be- 
tween the limited date and the arrival of 
the order in the United States, and many 
from distant ports must have done so «f+ 
ter its arrival, but before a knowledge of it 
had become general; all proceeding on 
the faith of the arrangement, yet all left 
by the order exposed to capture and con- 
demnation. 

3. The order does not provide for the 
important case of vessels which had sail- 
ed on the like faith for Dutch ports othet 
than those of Holland. 

4. It does not include in its provisions 
the extensive list of vessels going indi- 
rectly from the U.S. but directly from 
foreign ports to those of Holland; nor 
vessels trading entirely from foreign ports 
to Holland; and in both these instances 
proceeding on the faith of the arrangement 
professed to be respected within the defin- 
ed period. 

Itis true, in these last instances, the 
vessels were not to be captured without 
an attempt, after contrary warning, to 
proceed to those ports. But I need not 
remind you that the injuries incident to 
the delay and the breaking up such voya- 
ges, cannot but have been considerable, 
and will have resulted as manifestly from 
the disappointed faith in the arrangement 
a8 in the cases specially provided for, and 
consequently with all other losses fairly 
resulting from the same bona fide confi- 
dence in that act. they wiil fall within the 
just indemnitication for which the principle, 
assumed in the order, is a formal pledge. 

I conclude, sir, with pressing upon 
your candid attention, that the least which 
the president could have looked for in con- 
sequence of the disavowal of a wransaction 
such as was concluded by your predeces- 
sor, and carried faithfully into effect by 
this government, was an explanation from 
yeurs ef the disavowal, not through the 
minister disavowed, but through his suc- 


_cessor—an explanation founded on rea- 


sons strong and solid in themselves, and 
presented, neither verbally, nor vaguely, 
but in aform comporting With the occa- 
sion, and with the respect due to the char- 
acter and to the good faith of the disap- 
pointed party—that it has been found with 
much concern, and with not less surprise, 
that you are charged with no such expla- 
nation—that you have apparently wished 
to bring the subjects, which have been 
formally and definitively arranged into 
fresh negociation, as if no such arrange- 
ment had taken place; that one of the 
cases thus slighted, viz. that of the frigate 
Chesapeake, is a case for which repara- 
tion, not denied to be due, had been pre- 
viously so long withheld, or rather in which 
the aggression itself had been spun out, 
to the present moment, by the continued 
detention of the mariners, whose seizure, 
making a part of the original hostility 
committed against the American frigate, 
must be regarded in a light analagous to 
a continued detention of the ship itself ;— 
that in the other case, viz. that of the or- 
ders in council, you ate not authorised to 
tender explanations for the disavowal, or 
to propose any hew arrangement, hor to 
conclude any agreement, but solely to re- 
ceive and discuss propositions which 
might be made to you, not concealing at 
the same time, that to be satisfactory they 
must include iwo conditions, both inad- 
missible ; one altogether irrelevant to the 
subject, and the other requiring nothing 
less than a surrender of an inalienable 
function of the national sovereignty. 

Notwithstanding these repulsive consid- 
erations, such is the disposition of the 
President to facilitate a final and compre- 
hensive accommodation betwecn the two 
nations, that he is ready as I have already 
had the honor of signifying to you, to fa- 
vor any mode of bringing about so happy 
an event that may be found consistent 
with the honor ard essential interests of 
the U. States.

But as 1 had such strong grounds for be- 
lieving that the objects of his majesty’s 
government could be attained, though in a 
different manner, and the sfiirit, at least, 
of my several letters of instruction be tule 
ly complied with, I felt a thorough con- 
viction on my mind, that I should be act- 
ing in conformity with his majesty’s 
wishes and accordingly concluded tue late 
provisional agreement on his majesty’s 
behalf, with the government of the United 
States. 

“ The disavowal by his majesty is a 
painful proof to me that I bad formed ap 
erroneous judgment of his majesty’s views 
and the intention of my instructions ; and 
[ have most severely to lament that an act 
of mine (though unintentionally) should 
produce any embarrassment in the rela- 
tions between the two countries.”

In the first of these periods, the word 
“Jimits,” although well understood by

‘The scene is too frequently 
changed; we are hurried from person to 
person, and from one subject to another, 
and so many things are jusiled together, 
that we are bewildered and amazed. We 
have the person writing—the inducement 
he had to write—the person written to— 
the design he had in writing—the meth- 
ods he took to accomplish that design— 
the manner in which he pursued that 
method, all jumbled into one period. The 
elegance and propriety of the expression, 
* picture of the condition,’ must strike ev- 
ery reader. The four 0/2, at the conclu- 
sion, are truly ‘ elegant.’ 

I believe | may as well remark here, 
once for all, that one of Mr. Thomas’s 
prevailing errors in composition, seems to 
be that of overloading his periods. He 
Seems to have more words than he knows 
well how to manage. To get rid of them 
he throws them, without sufficient atten- 
tion to their arrangement, into periods of 
a most tiresome length. I might give 
many more instances to justify these re- 
marks, but I shall content myself with the 
one already quoted, with the following, 
which is one of his longest, but not by a- 
ny means the most confused periods:

* any correspondent, as the person who 
“wave you the verbal intelligence upon 
“which you wrote the communication 
* had not imposed upon you in any man- 
“ ner or degree whatever, and as such a 
* pretence would be injurious to him if he

“ his name, and as he had a desire not to 
“ be known in this business at all, it was 
* agreed between you and him, that his 
* name should be concealed, and that you 
* should ascribe the communication to a 
* corresfiondent, and say that he had im- 
“ posed it upon you, but that you knew 
“ nothing of his motives, nor his name, 
* nor his residence, and by this manage- 


* were to derive an apology.” 


ed, I presume, that the author intended 
that the relative should refer to “ points,” 
for IT will not suppose Mr. Thomas to be 
~) inaccurate a scholar as to speak of the 
sincerity of points. That would be “ more 
than original”—it would be “ st generis.” 
“ Lightning of my hand,” &c. This,al- 
though not strictly a grammatical error, 
is such an impropriety as [I should not ex- 
pect to meet with in a classical writer.— 
Lightning, according to the best lexico- 
graphers, signifies “ she flash that precedes 
thunder”’ A mere blow with the hand, 
though it might be given with great a- 
droitness, cannot, with any propriety, be 
termed the dighining of the hand. But 
perhaps I do not rightly apprehend the au- 
thor's meaning. It might have been in- 
tended, “ eui generis,” to convey an idea 
of the “ flash” of something held in the 
hand. In that case it should have been 
expressed, “ the lightning of my” 
whatever that thing was which was to be 
so held in the hand. 

What Mr. Southwick intended by say- 
ing that the letter of Mr. Thomas was 
“ erudite,” must be best known to him- 
self. To me it appears very fulsome, and 
the style much inflated. There seems to 
have been a constant endeavor to do some- 
thing extraordinary, without sufficiently 
attending to the manner in which it was 
done. This naturally produced great lux- 
uriancy. But “ facile remedium est uber- 
tatis ;” and if not, in young composers it 
is very pardonable. 

Were Ito give our author a general 
advice for his government in writing, it 
should be, ‘ to curb his soaring genius; 
to keep himself a little more common, on 
common occasions ; to learn that true 
sense is shown by him who does ordinary 
things in an ordinary way :’ and I should 
also insinuate that his flights are often 
clumsy. Z.

The alarming situation in which our 
nation is placed, must naturally excite the 
most serious apprehensions in the minds 
of all lovers of their country. When we 
behold the chief magistrate in his address 
to the legislature, using language and ex- 
hibiting sentiments which could only be 
expected froma professed partizan ; when 
we see reproach and censure lavished on 
Great Britain, and the most outrageous 
enormities of France smoothly passed o- 
ver, it must follow that there is something 
wrong, something radically defective. It 
is a lamentable truth, too flagrant and ob- 
vious to escape the notice of the slightest 
observer, that the deadly influence of 
France is the cause of the unprecedented 
cundition in which we find ourselves. If 
it were possible, I would try to.believe 
that the administration mean well, and 
that they themselves imagine they are 
serving their country honestly. But when 
I see the adoration which is paid to France, 
and reflect on the degrading and abject 
humility into which we are fallen by our 
tame apd base submission to all her bar- 
barous acts ; and on the other hand, when 
I observe the inveterate hatred manifested 


and difficulties which are thrown in the 
way of negotiation ; when I reflect on all 
this, I say, I must be worse than an infi- 
del if can hesitate to belicve that our 
government is actuated by the most un- 
warrantable partiality. ' 

I do not wish to be understood, that 
Great Britain has never done us any inju- 
ry, or that we have not just cause of com- 
plaint against her. On the contrary, we 
have many grievances to complain of, ma- 
ny things for which we ought to have am- 
ple redress. But when a minister comes 
invested with power to effect an amicable 
adjustment of all existing differences, and 
to provide against future collision, he is 
immediately discarded upon some vain 
and groundless pretext or other. Mr. 
Jackson is the third minister who has 
within a short time arrived here with 
friendly intentions ; and all have failed. — 
The rejection of Mr. Erskine’s settlement 
by his government might have been anti- 
cipated by any man of common sense, 
since it%is evident that he had no authori- 
ty at all’to conclude it in the manner he 
did; the three propositions of Mr. Can- 
ning, by which he was to be strictly guid- 
ed, not having, (it would seem) been 
thought of. Now Mr. Smith admits that 
he was privy to these propositions: how 
then could he suppose that the settlement 
would have been ratified? If indeed there 
were the same weakness and imbecility in 
the British administration that are so visi- 
ble in ours, then, such a thing might have 
been expected; but there is too much rea- 
son to believe that the disavowal was not

We are sorry to say, we can learn noth-- 
ing, that evinces either wisdom, prudence, 
evetgy or firmness, in the administration 
party.

It is conjectured in the Freeman’s Jour- 
nal, that there is no expectatian that these 
resolutions will be adopted; but that they 
are introduced to give certain members @ 
pretext for delivering themselves of some 
flaming war speeches, with which they 
are said to be pregnant. 

A letter from Washington, of the 5th 
inst. published inthe N. Y. E. Post, says, 


“It would seem the leading or domi- 
nant party in Congress are at a loss what 
course to take. They are silent as to all 
future proceedings. The old cant of war 
with England is scarcely heard. It will 
hardly do fora watchword this “Season. 
The exhausted state of the treasury seems 
to appal the whole host of wise ones. 
Without money war cannot be carried on. 
The great question which now agitates the 
leaders, is, where are we to get money? 
We have destroyed commerce, so that no 
supplies can be expected from that source. 
Taxes we cannot lay, for we have told the 
people, when we did, that we ought to be 
kicked from ourseats. What can be done 
in such a dreadful dilemma? Why, I am 
told that the plan now is to remove all re- 
strictions from commerce of every kind— 
all non-intercourses,non-importations, non- 
exportations, non-navigation and non-des- 
cript amphibious laws, with which the 
merchants have been so long encumbered, 
and to let them arm and trade where. 
they please, and at their own risk. This 
itis hoped will again replenish the coffers 
of the nation; and it is hinted that it will 
be time enough to issue our new Ameri- 
can orders in council, agreeably to Mr. 
Troup’s resolutions, when the nation, * as 
erst in times of yore,” shall be overbur- 
dened ‘‘with surplus revenue.” Some 
people are so uncharitable as to imagine 
that we »).all never again be troubled with 
“surplusses” until we have a federal ad- 
Ministration to fill the treasury, and to 
Stop some of the chinks by which it has 
for several years past been exhausted.” 


The Philadelphia Freeman’s Journal re- 
presents the administration party, as in 
theu tmost confusion : “ Our Palinurusses 
know ... what direction to give to the 
ship of state. Difficulties thicken around 
them. No star appears to guide their 
course.[*] The great object is to keep up 
the public indignation against Mr. Jack- 
son and Great-Britain. But how to prove 
that he (Mr. J.) has insulted the adminis- 
tration, and taus deserved his dismissal, is 
the question. They fear that the people 
will examine the subject, reflect coolly up- 
on it, and decide against the administra- 
tion. Every thing puzzles, perplexes, 
confounds, overwhelms them.”——The 
Journal also states that the democrats do 
not yet assemble in general caucusses, but 
are continually caucussing in squads. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Whit- 
man, of Massachusetts, has been adopted 
by a small majority of the house, request. 
ing the president to favor the house with 
such information as he may be possessed 
of, and which may be proper to communi- 
cate, respecting the capture, seizure and 
condetnnation of vessels anc merchandize 
of the United States, made under the or- 
ders of the governments of Denmark, Eng- 
lane or France. It is not difficult to con- 
jecture why the democrats opposed this 
resolution. 

In Senate, Mr. Giles has reported one 
grand resolution and a bill. The resolu- 
tion approves the conduct of the executive 
in dismissing Jackson, and promises that 
Congress will “ stand by and support” the 
government in all difficulties wat may a- 
rise out of the affair. The bill authorises 
the president to send any offending ambas- 
sador or minister, out of the district of 
Columbia, or out of the United States, or 
home to his sovereign, or to some place 
or territory within his sovereign’s juris- 
diction. 

Mr. Jackson (we mean the member of 
Congress, and not the British minister) 
remained in a critical situation at the 
date of our last accounts—though it was 
supposed, by some of the physicians who 
attended him, that there was at least an e- 
qual chance for his recovery.
